LONDON, Aug. 14.—The Times to-

{patch from Portsmouth, N. H., written 
by its Peking correspondent: 

To-day’s session of the conference 
has been not eventful, but not unim- 
portant. The agreement concerning 
the wording of Clause No. 1, relating to 
Korea, reached informally by Baron 
Komura and M. Witte on Sunday, was 
formally ratified this (Monday) morn- 
ing. That clause has now assumed its 
final shape, the Russians having the 
benefit of a most-favored-nation pro- 
vision. 

Two other points were debated this 
afternoon, .and an agreement was 
reached on both. This time it was not 
a question of form only, but of sub- 
stance, since in one, if not both, her 
first acceptance by Russia was quali- 
fied, or the acceptance was in principle 
only. When the session ended, having 
begun at 3 o’clock and lasted till 6, 
both these clauses had been put into a 
shape to which Russia gives her final 
jadhesion, supposing that there he any 
finality to this conference or any treaty 
as its result.

VENEZUELA DECIDED 


Referee Plumiey Allows Demands 
Aggregating $650,000. 


HIS RULINGS ARE FINAL 


Damages Aggregating $8,000,000 Asked 
For in Cases Passed Upon by 
the American Lawyer. 


NORTHFIELD, Vt., Aug. 14.—Claims 
aggregating more than $650,000 held by 
the French Government against Vene- 
guela have been allowed by Referee Frank 
Plumley of Northfield, to whom they had 
been referred for a decision and final 
adjudication. Mr. Plumley’s decision was 
announced here to-day to representatives 
of the two Governments, Count Periti de 
la Rocca for France and Dr. José de J. 
Paul for Venezuela. 

Bight cases involving claims of $8,000,- 
000 against the Government of Venezuela 
were submitted to Mr. Plumley. Of the 
eight cases, two were dismissed for want 
of equity, and one was disallowed. The 
claims all were for damages alleged to 
have been sustained by French citizens 
conducting mercantile enterprises in 
Venezuela during the insurrection of 1901. 
Mr, Plumley’s decision ts final. 

The claims dismissed for want of 
equity were those of Friedrich & Co, and 
the heirs of Thomas Massinia. The for- 
mer was for 176,080f. and that of Mas- 
ginia for 270,813f. The Venezuelan Com- 


‘ missioner already had rejected these 


claims. 

Friedrich & Co., acting for the Orinoco 
Asphalt Company, had a claim for the 
alleged unlawful detention of the com- 
pany’s vessels in Venezuelan ports. The 
referee held that the detention was law- 
ful. 

The heirs of Thomas Massinia had a 
valid claim when he was living, he being 
a Frenchman. The heirs, however, were 
natives and residents of Venezuela. This 
constituted them Venezuelans under the 
Venezuelan law and Frenchmen under the 
Jaw of France. Mr. Plumley held that 
the law of domicile must prevail, and that 
the heirs had no place before a tribunal 
formed to hear and decide claims on ac- 
count of injuries done to Frenchmen in 
Venezuela. 

The claim disallowed, one of the largest 
presented, was that of Antoine Fabani, 
for 9,500,728f. Antoine Fabani claimed in- 
juries to himself and business. When it 
was heard in 1896 by the President of the 
Swiss Federation he dismissed it. Fab- 
ani claimed that the President had placed 
too strict a construction on a treaty bear- 
ing upon the case, but Referee Plumley 
held that there had been no error, and 
that the decision of the Swiss President 
and his award formed a bar to further 
proceedings. 

The referee announced his decision or- 
ally and presented each of the Commis- 
gioners with two copies of the awards in 
writing and two copies of his written 
opinion, in each case, for use of the re- 
spective Governments. The_ opinions 
stated the reasons of the referee for 
making his decision in the various cases. 
The awards will become a matter of 
record to be made by the Secretary in 
three record books, one for each Gov- 
ernment and the third for the referee.

In contrast to those scenes of. utmost 
misery, he says, he beheld the trains car- 
rying the higher officers—rolling palaces 
that could not be surpassed in this coun- 
try for comfort or luxury. There were 
bands playing and buffets filled with 
wines, bathrooms and réading rooms and 
soft couches. And ‘yet, even the officers 
enjoying those luxuries were as unwilling 
as the hungry soldiers to go to the front. 
By chance Mr. Mandelkern became the 
eye-witness of a parting scene at Mos- 
cow, when a group of trains were to start 
on the long journey to Manchuria, one of 
them carrying officers, the rest loaded 
with the rank and file. 


Two Departure Scenes. 


A Colonel of Infantry was standing near 
his car waiting for the third bell which 
on Russian railroads gives the signal for 
the start. The man stood like a marble 
statue, his head bent forward, his right 
arm around the waist of his sobbing wife. 


His sister clung to him on the other side. 
Two tiny little girls, apparently twin sis- 
ters, held him by the legs. Slightly aside 
stood his old father and mother. 

‘Why go away to be killed?’”’ cried his 
wife. ‘‘Let them kill us both here to- 
gether.” 

The officer did not show by the move- 
ment of a muscle that he heard. A white- 
haired General came up to him. He spoke 
to the younger man with a catch in his 
voice, as if with difficulty he kept back 
the tears: 

‘“‘The second bell has rung—remember, 
brother, we are soldiers. We must not 
forget ourselves.”’ 

Then the Colonel muttered to his wife, 
without looking at her: ‘‘ You know I 
don't want to go, but I must, I must."’ 

Just then the station bell rang out three 
strokes. Two young women fainted. They 
were carried into the station. The officer 
hurried blindly, with head still lowered, 
into the car, and the train started. 


As the Soldiers’ Wives Take It. 

Mr. Mandelkern walked over to the 
troop train, ‘which was to be the next.to 
go.| He saw a young woman running ex- 
citedly along the open freight cars into 
which the soldiers were crowded so close- 
ly that they had barely room to sit down, 
Under her arm she carried like a bundle 


Suddenly she caught sight 
of the man she was looking for, and 
stopped as near as she could get to him.

Much better 
you stay here and we may be killed to- 
gether. Whom do you fear? May they 
all perish, those who have the power. 
Come out of there, Ivan, thou fool, or 
take your child along. 

As she shrieked out the last words, she 
threw the child into the open car, where 
it was caught by the father. Standing 
up, with the child raised above his head, 
the young soldier shouted at his wife: 

“Thou beast, dost come to put salt into 
my wounds! Take this and keep it—for 
thou knowest I am forced to go,” 

Then to the horror of all who saw it, 
Mr. Mandelkern said, the soldier cast his 
own child down on the platform as if it 
had been some inanimate object. There 
it was left, bleeding from a wound in the 
head, till, a gendarme picked it up and 
carried it into the station, where the 
mother, raving and shouting, had been 
led by two policemen.

Challenger Defeats Iroquols in Second 


Race for Canada Cup. 


CHARLOTTE, N. Y., Aug. 14.—The second 
of the séries of races for the Canada Cup 
| Was won by the Canadian challenger Temeraire 
by nearly a mile from the Yankee defender 
Troquois. A twenty-knot breeze blew from the 
east throughout the race and greatly favored 
the Fife boat. The Temeraire crossed the line 
{at 1:20 o'clock and the Iroquois at 1:25:10. 
| Each yacht has now one race to her credit.

| The Temeraire led by a few seconds at the 
| Starting line, and steadily increased her lead 
in a windward and leeward race of eight miles, 
twice around the course. The Canadian boat, 
| from which most was expected in a light 
breeze proved herself a thorough heavy weagher 
boat. While the Iroquois went out under single 
reef, the Temeraire carried full sail through- 
out, and stood up much stiffer than the Her- 
reshoff boat. Both skippers sailed the race 
without apparent error, and the general con- 
| senees of opinion among yachtsmen was that 
the best boat won. 
| The start was made at 11 o'clock. The Iro- 
quois went over the line fifteen seconds behind 
the challenger. The Canadian yacht, footing 
marvelously, soon drew far ahead of her Amer- 
ican rival. The Iroquois pointed higher, but 
ot enough to offset the ty ed footing of 
the Canadian. At 11:45 the Temeraire turned 
the outer stakeboat, the Iroquois following at 
11:48. She had trouble in reehing out her 
balloon jib. The Temeraire had a lead of a 
quarter of mile and was footing it very 
fast. At 12:09:30 the Temeraire turned the 
home stakeboat for the first time, and started 
on her starboard tack on her second beat to 
windward. The Iroquois rounded at 12:12:15. 
As the boats approached the outer stakeboat 
for the second time the Temeraire led by three 
quarters of a mile. 

At 12:57 the Temeraire turned the outer 
stakeboat, and at 12:59 broke out her spinnaker 
and started on her run home. The Iroquois 
turned at 1:03, néarly a mile behind, The 
relative positions were practically unchanged 
during the run home. The official time was:

That Is the Plan of the Armstrong 
Committee. 


NO STATEMENT FROM DEPEW 


He Has Nothing to Say, He Declares— 
Chairman of the Legislative Com- 
mittee Coming To-day. 


It is practically settled that the Legis- 
lative Investigating Committee will first 
take up the examination of the condition 
‘of the New York Life Insurance Ccom- 
|pany. James McKeen, counsel for the 
| committee, said yesterday that the West- 
|ern Insurance Commissioners had re- 
quested that the committee should begin 
With the New York Life and that there 
was a disposition to oblige them. 

“The plans of the committee are too 
indefinite to outline them positively at 
this time,’’ ‘said Mr. McKeen, “ but it is 
probable that the committee will first 
give attention to the affairs of the New 
York Life. The work of this investigation 
is so broad that, of necessity, there will 
be much ground to be gone over before 
the actual sittings of the committee be- 
gin. I think that it will be at least two 
weeks before the committee will be ready 
to give public hearings.”’ 

It is said that the reason why the West- 
ern Commissioners who recently visited 
New York desired the New York Life 
investigated first is that the New York 
Life’s business in their States is larger 
than that of any other company and the 
people whom they represent therefore 
have a greater interest in knowing the 
condition of that company than any other. 

Mr. McKeen said yesterday that he was 
hard at work on the preparation of the 
committee’s case, but that he would not 
take any initiative until the return to 
New York of Charles E. Hughes, who is 
to be his associate. 

The committee’s hearings will be held 
in either. the Criminal Courts Building 
or the Aldermanic Chamber. Senator 
| Riordan favors the Criminal Courts Build- 
ing for sanitary reasons, he says. 

Chauncey M. Depew attended the regu- 
lar meeting of the Executive Committee 
of the Equitable Life Assurance Society 
yesterday.

[ARMY CONTRACTORS 
CHARGED WITH BRIBERY 


Disclosures by Inspectors 
Schuylkill Arsenal Inquiry.

‘OFFICIALS ON THE STAND 


Sub-Inspector Testifies That Goods 
Short of Specifications Were 
Passed by Understanding. 


Special to Tae New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., Aug. 14.—Di- 
rect charges of bribery against two con- 
tractors whose goods were accepted by 
Inspectors at the Schuylkill Arsenal were 
made to-day by one of these Inspectors— 
Robert Charlton—when closely questioned 
by Major F. 8. Strong. The investiga- 
tion which Major Strong is conducting 
into the affairs of the arsenal is bringing 
to light much evidence to substantiate the 
charges of graft and fraud in army sup- 
plies contracts. 

Among the most important of to-day's 
disclosures was the direct admission of 
one sub-Inspector that he had placed his 
stamp of approval on goods which he 
knew to be inferior. 

The investigation also showed that 
goods are being manufactured by Morris 
Busch for the arsenal at a stated price 
under a contract which makes the cost to 
the arsenal far less than the cost of mak- 
ing such garments, provided the materials 
used are such as the specifications call 
for. Charges that George §terr of the 
Twenty-eighth Ward is one of the “ offi- 
cial fixers” of the arsenal Inspectors 
were made to Major Strong. 

The bribery charges developed early in 
the morning while Robert Charlton, act- 
ing Chief of the Miscellaneous Depart- 
ment, was being examined by Major 
Strong. The inquiry opened in the arsenal 
at 9 o'clock. Major Knight, Commandant 
of the arsenal, was present. In reply to 
leading questions Charlton said a bribe 
of $2,000 had been offered to him by 
Theodore F. Seifert, a fur dealer of. 1210 
Walnut Street. 

‘“*Tell how,”’ said Major Strong. 
| “I met Mr. Siefert at the Hotel Han- 
; over one night, more than a year ago,”’ 
|said Charlton. ‘“‘He told me he had a 
|contract for gauntlets at the Schuylkill 
Arsenal in the name of Max Trifield, and 
| that they would lose $8,000 if the furs were 
not accepted. He said: ‘ There is $2,000 
in it for you if you can do anything for 


me.’ I said: ‘ No, not for you nor any one 
else. This is my bread and butter.’ ”’ 

‘“‘Have you ever heard of bribes being 
offered to other Inspectors? ”’ 

“No, I exposed several other bribe of- 
fers, however. One was Mr. Collins of 
New York, another was a boxmaker of 
Manayunk, and still another was Joseph 
Loeb. of Loeb, Lipper & Co.’’ 

‘Please state the circumstances of Mr. 
Loeb’s attempt to bribe you?”’ 

‘* He sent me a box of cigars and a box 
of neckties by a negro boy. His card was 
in the box. I gave the box over to Mr. 
Gladding.”’ 

Major Strong called up Joseph Loeb on 
the ’phone and made an appointment to 
meet him in half an hour. He then, with 
Major Knight, drove to the office of 
Loeb, Lipper & Co., at 317 North Darien 
Street. Mr. Loeb hastily had summoned 
his attorney, Leon H. Folz, who was 
there when the army officers arrived.

Look After Local Symptoms Only. 
fo the Editor of The New York Times: 

I would like to reply to HB. F. Arnold, 
M. D., who criticises the theory of the 
cause of hay “‘ fever” inmy letter to THn 
Times of July 31. His comments question 
the theory on the grounds (1) “ That 
it is impossible to explain the peculiar 
periodicity of the djisease,’’ (2) “ The 
fact that, a person in perfect health 
is stricken at once if he goes into a 
certain locality which carries certain 
dust or. pollen,” (3) ‘“ The sudden relief 
and complete immunity afforded by cer- 
tain localities,” and (4) ‘‘ That the theory 
is not supported by our best observers,” 
&e, ' 

I would suggest that it is not of vital im- 
‘portance to explain the periodicity of hay 
fever any more than that we should un- 
derstand the same quality in malarial 
fever. It is true that we have always had 
an explanation of these periodical at- 
tacks, and perhaps this is the reason that 
the ‘ pollen ”’ theory has been so popular; 
this is its one and only redeeming feature. 
The victim is attacked at the time certain 
flowering plants are in bloom. A sea 
voyage is taken, the sufferer recovers. 
The relief 1g attributed to the absence of 
pollen. Another. victim, in place of going 
to sea, goes up to Maine or to Nova Sco- 
tia and experiences relief from all symp- 
toms. But there are ragweed, golden rod, 
and roses all around him. 

Well, we cannot understand this; but 
the cause of the local symptoms is pollen, 
for have not our ‘“ best observers” said 
so? I would ask Dr. Arnold who are our 
best obesrvers? Are they the medical men 
who have written text books on hay 
fever? At the present time there are in 
the library of the New York “Academy of 
Medicine at least seven books on hay 
fever, its causes and treatment. How 


many medical practitioners at the present 
time consult these books with the hope of 
finding the cause of or a cure for hay 
fever? 

Hay fever is a disease which has both 
constitutional and local manifestations, 
and the medical man who is so super- 
ficial 28 to treat the local symptoms—the 
catarrh of the air passages and of the 
eyes, the asthma and sneezing—as the 
disease itself will never succeed in curing 
it. So that it is absurd to refer to one 
“in perfect health’’ being suddenly at- 
tacked with or relieved of all symptoms. 

The principal causes of the local symp- 
toms are hot weather With excessive hu- 
midity of atmosphere, bright light, and 
dust, both organic and inorganic. These 
exciting causes are as periodic as the 
local manifestations themselves, and this 
explains in a measure the periodicity of 
the local manifestations. It is the latter 
that is periodic, and not the disease itself, 
for it may be present and in evidence at 
any season of the year. It is only that 
the local manifestations are more marked 
and intensified during the hot season. 

I’ wish to inform Dr, Arnold that I am 
withholding a statement to the medical 
profession only until I have had a suffi- 
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ceptable to it as proof of the theory ad- 
vanced. 1 myself have beén a victim of ! 
this disease in its worst form for more | 
than twenty years, and have tried the | 
remedies of the ‘‘ best observers,”’ as well | 
as high altitudes and ocean voyages.

Vice Chancellor Stevenson of Jersey 
City refused yesterday to annul the mar- 
riage of Lola Bowker and Percy Will- 
jams of Livingston, N. J. They were 
pupils at the high school in that town 
and were married when the girl was 
fourteen and the boy was sixteen. They 
first went to a clergyman, but he refused 
to marry them because they were under 
age.

Peace Negotiations a Factor. 


When the stock market closed on 
Saturday it was without news from 


Portsmouth as to the Japanese recep- |

tion of the Russians’ reply to their 
peace terms, and the pessimistic reports 
afloat invited the fear that before the 
Stock Exchange again opened its doors 
the negotiations might be off for good. 
It was in large part the reaction from 
this depression of sentiment, following 
the smooth course of the negotiations 
during the market holiday, which led to 
the buoyancy of stocks at the opening 
. yesterday. 
‘heavy accumulation of buying orders 
With the commission houses, which was 
also a fector in making the first hour 
of trading as busy as the entire session 
has been on several recent days. The 
news from the corn belt was of favor- 
ing ranfall, and this, with the continu- 
ing importance of the crop report, 
turned the speculation to the Granger 
shares, rather to the neglect of the 
high-priced issues, which have so long 
been the conspicuous features of the 
trading. St. Paul opened up 1% points 
over its last price on Saturday, while 
Atchison, Missouri Pacific, Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas, Rock Island, South- 
ern Pacific, ard Union Pacific all began 
the day with decided gains. Other 
strong features were New York Central, 
Pennsylvania, Canadian Pacific, and 
the Steel issues. 

But throughout the day the “ Gran- 
gers” were most in demand, conspicu- 
ously so the Gould group, headed by 
Missouri Pacific. The shifting of inter- 
est to this general group of stocks was 
logical, inasmuch as the roads con- 
cerned are those which will most quick- 
ly feel the benefits of the great har- 
vests promised. This is particularly 
true of Missouri Pacific, as regards the 
corn crop, and appreciation of the fact 
undoubtedly underlay much of the buy- 
ing, which advanced the stock over 3 
points. The converging of the activity 
on these stocks also tended to relieve 
the trading of the artificiality which 
has marked it so strongly during the 
heyday of the high-priced issues. There 
is no such limit to the supply of the 
stocks which were active yesterday as 
to inhibit short selling if their advances 
seem unjustifiable, and this condition 
promotes stability. As a whole the 
trading was more convincing. There 
was much profit taking during the day, 
but it was readily absorbed, and at the 
close there were few issues which had 
failed to advance, while with the active 
stocks the gains were in many cases 
well over a point. 

Near the end of the day sentiment 
was favorably affected by the an- 
nouncement that the peace plenipoten- 
tiaries had come to an agreement over 
Article I. of the proposals, it being un- 
derstood that this relates to Korea. 
While this is, of course, not one of the 
vital matters of the conference, its 
speedy adjustment certainly bears wit- 
ness to the amicable disposition of the 
conferrees and augurs well for the more 
important pcints of the negotiations. 
Other developments of the day were the 
strength of American issues in the Lon- 
don market, weakness in both wheat 
and corn prices, and a further advance 
in the price of copper metal, which is 
now selling at 15.62 cents, against 12.62

THINKS CRITICS WERE MISLED 


Report That Hardenbergh Will Quit 
Heckscher Committee, Which, It 
Is Declared, Represents Lit- 
tle Stock. 


Some of the members of the committee 
representing stockholders of. the Corn 
Products Company, which recently made 
demand ‘on the management for informa- 
tion in regard to its affairs, are not quite 
sure of staying on the committee, accord- 
ing to reports current in Wall Street yes- 
terday. 

It was said that J. W. Hardenbergh, 
President of the Commercial Trust Com- 
pany of Jersey City, one of the members 
of the committee, had been led to accept 
a place on the committee owing to a mis- 
apprehension of the facts and that it was 
likely that he would quit the committee. 
Mr. Hardenbergh said yesterday that he 
was not yet in a position to make a state- 
ment on the subject; that he had been 
away and had not had time to look into 
the matter since his return, but that at 
all events he was still at the moment a 
member of the committee. This reply of 
Mr. Hardenbergh, some of those interest- 
ed argued, meant that he was only partly 
informed in regard to the status of the 
committee. 

Cc. H. Matthiessen, President of the Corn 
Products Company, sent a letter yester- 
day to August Heckscher, who acted as 
the Chairman of the meeting of stock- 
holders held last week. This letter replies 
seriatim to the twelve questions contained 
in the letter addressed to the management 
of ‘the Corn Products Company by New- 
kirk & Stevens, counsel] for the commit- 
tee, requesting information concerning the 
affairs of the company. Mr. Matthiessen 
in regard to some of the questions says 
that he could not answer them without 
disregarding the instructions of his stock- 
holders. This position was taken partic- 
ularly in regard to a request for a state- 
ment of the company’s earnings for the

WHEAT.—News that the Northwest had 
been visited by showers gave bulls an oppor-

COTTON.—While the Sulls declared that too 
much rain was falling in the Eastern belt and 
too little in the Southwest, the bears appeared 
to be pretty well in control of the day’s mar- 
ket, and prices closed at a net decline of 14@17 
points.

According to official advices Southern spot 
markets were about 1-16@%c lower, but pri- | 
vate advices reported no change in the attitude 
of holders, and bulls claiméd that the absence 
of sales at many of the Southern markets was 
the result of @ withdrawal of offerings rather 
than the lack of demand. Large exports were 
reported for the day, but new crop cotton Is 
putting in an appearance quite freely at some 
points, with Gaiveston’s receipts yesterday in- 
cluding 212 bales of new crop supplies. Liver- 
pool was very weak, being about 8 points lower 
at the hour of the local opening, when due to 
come unchanged and private cables attributed 
the decline to heavy Bgyptian selling.

ENGINEER ON A FLIER ' 
DEAD AT THE THROTTLE 


He Looked Out of the Cab Win- 
dow and Was Killed. 


TRAIN SAVED BY THE FIREMAN 


He Noticed Danger Lights and Then 
Discovered the Tragedy—Trolley 
Killed Engineer’s Wife. 


Officials of the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Railroad are congratulating themselves 
on the escape of the Fast Flying Vir- 
ginian, the road’s crack train, and its| 
jpassengers from a wreck which would 
have been certain and disastrous had not 
a fireman discovered in time that Daniel 
Mahoney, the engineer, was dead at the 
throitle. 

The Virginian leaves Jersey City every 
evening at 5:25 o’clock. It started on time 
on Sunday night with about eight cars, 
all comfortably filled with passengers for 
the South. The first stop was made at 
Princeton Junction which the _ flier) 
reached at 7 o'clock. Then Mahoney was) 
seen to get out of his cab and walk 
around the big locomotive with his long- | 
spouted oil can. 

Then the Virginian flew south through 
Arenton and was about to cross the} 
bridge at Morrisville, when Mahoney told 
the fireman that the engine had a hot 
box. He said he could smell it. 

As he was speaking Mahoney, according 
to the fireman, put his head out of the 
cab window to ascertain whether the hot 
box was likely to delay the express. The 
fireman turned to his work with shovel | 
and coal and paid no more attention until | 
he noticed that the train was rocking | 
rather wildly. Looking up, he observed | 
that the Virginian was going at a terrific | 
speed. The fireman glanced surprised at | 
Mahoney, who had the reputation of be- | 
ing a careful driver. | 

A few minutes later the fireman noticed | 
two red signal lights go past with the| 
express still at top speed. Feeling that 
something must be wrong the fireman | 
called to Mahoney. Receiving no answer 
he climbed over to the engineer's side. 
He discovered that Mahoney, although 
still standing with his hand on the throt-| 
tle, was dead, his head having been) 
| crushed, probably by a post, when he| 
looked out of the window at the hot box. 
The fireman laid the body upon the 
floor of the cab and, relaxing speed, ran | 
the train into Germantown Junction, 
where the conductor and the passengers 
became aware for the first time of the 


danger through which they had passed. 

The engineer's wife was killed by a trol- | 
ley accident at Newark about a year ago. 
Mahoney was about to bring suit for 
damages.

MOB AFTER A POLICEMAN. 
He Beat a Man Insensible and Then 
Tried to Shoot Him. 


When, beaten insensible by Policeman 
Hale, John Hogan, a roofer, of 421 East 
Twenty-second Street, was carried in a 
patrol wagon to the East Twenty-second 
Street Station last night a crowd of 5,000 
excited men and women followed the 
wagon shouting ‘‘ Murderers! ’’ at the po- 
licemen. who accompanied Hale to the 
station. 

Hogan, so witnesses said, was standing 
at Twenty-second Street and First Ave- 
nue about 7 o'clock, when Hale ordered 
him to move on, at the same time hitting 
him with his club. He refused, and the 
policeman followed him to his own door, 
repeatedly striking him. There Hogan 
drew a smal] hatchet from his belt and 
struck the policeman over the head. 

Then, according to those who stood by, 
Hale struck Hogan over the head with 
his club, knocking Hogan down, and as 
he lay on the curb the policeman hit him 
several times. After that, so the wit- 
nesses staid, Hale drew a revolver and, 
pressing it against the man’s cheek, 


| sPapped it three times. 


By this time a big crowd had gathered 
and there were cries of ‘“ Shame!” 

Only the arrival of Policemen Galvin, 
Flynn, and Thompson prevented Hale 
from assaulting the crowd. The policemen 
held the mob back with their clubs, while 
Hogan was thrown into the patrol wagon. 

Father Morgan of- the Epiphany Caurch 
was called to the station and administered 
the last rites to the unconscious man, 


who was then taken to Bellevue Hospital. 
Ambulance Surgeon Gater, who took him 
away, declared that there was no trate 
of liquor on Hogan, but Hale made a 
charge of intoxication against him at the 
station house. The reserves had to be 
called out to drive away the crowd that 
surged about the station and filled the 
street from First to Second Avenue. 

Thomas Grover Carr of 411 East T'wen- 
ty-second Street, James Cristiano of 280 
Second Avenue, and Mrs. Elizabeth Carl- 
ton said they saw the clubbing of Hogan. 
The woman declared also that she had 
seen Hale drinking beer at Twenty-?: 
Street and First Avenue at 4:30 and at 
6:15 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 

Hugh McPartland of 421 East Twenty- 
second Street and Henry Reiter of 413 
East Twenty-second Street, said they saw 
Hale press his revolver against the fallen 
man’s face and pull the trigger. In the 
police station Hale was heard to say to

“If the gun wasn’t 
killed him.”’ 

The policeman’'s full name is Thomas B. 
Hale. He is a new man in the Twenty- 
second Street Station, having pneen orly 
recently transferred tnere.

BAKERS’ UNIONS DEFEAT | 
GENERAL STRIKE MOVE 


Citizens’ Industrial Association 
Sides with the Bosses. 


MORE SHOPS ARE OPENED 


And with Police Protection Plenty of 
Bread Is Promised—Strikers 
Losing Heart. 


The Hebrew Boss Bakers’ Association 
decided yesterday to accept the co-opera- 
tion of the Citizens’ Industrial Associa- 
tion in its fight for the open shop. Forty 
open-shop bakeries they said were openéd | 
Sunday night, and sixty or eighty more 
yesterday. They declared the rest of the | 
shops would be opened with police pro- 
tection. The unions decided in the after- 
noon that no general strike would be 
called. 

Making good their announcement of the 
morning, several of the bosses last night 
reopened their slips. At the headquar- 
ters of the bosses it was said that four- 
teen, not including those opened during 
the day, had been opened. These, Leader 
Bock admitted, worked under some diffi- 
culties, most of them having one or two 
men where their normal shifts were 





double or treble that number. Fearing 
raids, a policeman was stationed in front 
of each of the fourteen shops, but up to 
midnight nothing like violence had devel- 
oped. 

Early in the day a committee of eleven, 
representing the Hebrew Boss Bakers’ 
Association, had a conference in the St. 
James Butliding, Broadway and Twenty- 
sixth Street, with President C. W. Post 
and Secretary James A. Emery of the 
Citizens’ Industrial Association. A state- 
ment was given out last night by Mr. 
Post, in which he said: 

‘“‘The contract entered into May 1, 1905, 
between the master bakers and the union 
was to cover a period of one year. 

“It has been shown that the stipulated 
amount of work to be done in ten hours 
by a good baker could not be done by an 
inexperienced workman in that time, and 
therefore such workman was compelled 
to stay by his baking until it was fin- 
ished, which would require additional 
time, varying with the ability of the man 
or his condition. It is shown that some 
bakers turned up for work incapacitated 
from holiday dissipation and were unable 
to get out their batches in the required 
time. ' 

“The union officials deputized them- 
selves as the sole arbitrators of failure 
to comply with the terms of the contract, 
and called a strike without opportunity 
for discussion and adjustment. Both 
sides presented good reasons showing why 
the other side broke the contract, not- 
withstanding the fact that the contract 
was only about three months old. The 
deposits put up by the employing bakers 
were declared forfeited by the unions, 
but the irresponsibility of the signers of 
the union contract was clearly shown. 

“ Fifteen cents per thousand was paid 
under contract by the master bakers to 
the unions for labels, and in the ma- 
jority of cases the labels were thrown 
aside, the master bakers claiming that 
they had established their own reputa- 
tions for satisfactory bread, and valued 
their own labels more highly than the 
union labels. A rather startling fact re- 
garding the value of the union label was 
brought out by presentation of the strik- 
ers’ committee. After this committee had 
given in detail the statement that the 
bake shops were very unsanitary and in 
many cases dirty, and that many of the 
working bakers were consumptives mak- 
ing food for human use, the same commit- 
tee afterward stated that the reason they 
demanded the application of the union 
label was because that label insured to 
the public that articles bearing that label 
were made by first-class workmen and 
under sanitary conditions—an absolute 
contradiction, 

“The master bakers will open their 
shops to-night and endeavor to furnish 
bread to the people at the old prices. A 


demand will be made upon the Police De- 

artment.to furnish adequate protection 
or independent workmen who desire to 
return to work and for the master bakers 
who will undertake to supply the people 
with bread.” 

Mr. Post said that his association would 
notify the Police Department if the police 
| aia not give proper protection at the 
bakeries. Men would be detailed to seé if 
the proper protection was given. The 
Hebrew Boss Bakers’ Association issued 
a statement, saying that the master bak- 
ers had granted all demands for wages, 
hours, and sanitary conditions, and woul 
open their bakeries at once, and also that 
‘we have placed our matters absolutely 


in the hands of the Citizens’ Industrial 


Association.” 

At the headquarters 
Jefferson Hall, 92 Columbia Street, 
strikers seemed to have lost spirit, and it 


| of the strikers, 
| was with difficulty that they were kept

in line, especially after the announcement 
had been made that there would be no 
general strike. The crowds attending the 
meetings were much smaller. 

In the afternoon a meeting of the 
Greater New York Executive Board of 
the bakers’ unions and the Strike Com- 
mittee was held, at which’ the question 
of a general strike was discussed. It was 
decided that there should be no general 
strike, but that an effort would be made 
to break up the employers’ association by 
signing agreements with individual em- 
ployers. Strike Leader Kurtz was so 
angry that he left the room when he 
learned that there would be no general 
strike. No individual agreements were 
signed up to last evening, but the strike 
leaders said that twenty-five bosses were 


ready to sign. 


BELCHER VICTIMS CHEER UP. 


|Manchester Building Association 
Won't Become Insolvent, 


Sdecial to The New York Times. 

PATERSON, Aug. 14.—The Manchester 
Building and Loan Association, of which 
William H. Belcher, the missing Mayor, 
was President, will not be thrown into 
insolvency as a result of Belcher’s frauds, 
but the members will lose a year’s divi- 
dends. This statement was made to-night 
at a general meeting of the association in 
Guild Hall, Haledon. The total loss will 
be about $12,000, according to the pre- 
liminary report made by Willard De Yoe, 
counsel for the association. The members 
cheered when they heard this report. 

James E. Duggan, Township Clerk of 
Manchester, said he had given $250 to 
Belcher to cancel a mortgage, but that 
the mortgage was never cancelled. He 


insisted that the association should be 


held responsible for the fraud. The matter 
was referred to the association's counsel, 


Many of the members were in favor of 
expelling Beicher, but it was. decided to 
merely declare that all the powers of the 
President be transferred to the Vice Presi- 


dent, John D, Ulrich.

MONEY, JUDGE SAYS, 
HAS NO EARMARKS 


Won’t Make Publisher Return an 
Embezzler-Suicide’s $73,000. 


MADE CONTRACT FOR $300,000 


For Rare Sets of Dickens and Shake- 
speare— Publisher Didn’t Know 
Goodwin Stole from Brokers. 


Justice Greenbaum in the Supreme 
Court yesterday handed down a decision 
on “tainted money,” dismissing the suit 
brought by J. G. BE. Cassatt of a Phila- 
delphia firm of brokers, who sought to 
recover funds paid to George D. Sproul, 
the Fifth Avenue publisher, by Howard 
T. Goodwin. Cassatt alleged that Good- 
win had stolen the money from him while 
in his employ in 1901. Goodwin paid to 
Sproul $73,000 on a contract for the pur- 
chase of rare sets of Shakespeare and 
Dickens. He later committed suicide, and 
Goodwin's employers sought to prove that 
the money paid to Sproul by Goodwin was 
some of the funds which Goodwin had 
embezzled. < 

In the opinion Justice Greenbaum says: 

“The court is prepared to hold that it 
has been sufficiently established that one 
Howard T. Goodwin was employed by the 
plaintiffs as their confidential manager; 
that said Goodwin committed suicide on or 
about the 8d day of December, 1902; that 
thereafter the plaintiffs discovered that 
said Goodwin had embezzled and misap- 
plied to his own use large sums of moneys 
belonging to them, of which he had the 
custody or control as their agent, and that 
of the moneys 80 embezzled many thou- 
sands of dollars had been paid over to the 
defendant under contracts entered into be- 
tween him and the deceased Goodwin, 
The gravamen of the complaint is that the 
defendant Sproul holds the said moneys 
so wrongfully and fraudulently paid to 
him by the said Goodwin subject to the 
duty of accounting to them (plaintiffs) 
for so much of the same as he has re- 
celved with notice, actual or constructive, 
of the said Goodwin's misappropriation, 
or which he has received without consid- 
eration. 

“The plaintiff failed to prove any 
knowledge whatever on defendant's part 
of Goodwin's misappropriations, and upon 
the trial the learned counsel for the plain- 
tiff conceded that he had no proof of any 
knowledge on defendant’s part of Good- 
win's means or the sources from which 
he had obtained the moneys paid to him 
by Goodwin. Upon his brief the counsel 
for the plaintiffs states that ‘ the plaintiffs 
proceed upon. the theory that Goodwin 
embezzled their funds and paid them over 
to the defendant Sproul, who gave him 
no consideration whatever for them.’ 

‘““The case is therefore narrowed down 
to an inquiry into the transactions be- 
tween the defendant and Goodwin. It ap- 
pears that Goodwin was the purchaser of 
rare and valuable books, and that at the 
time of his death he was possessed of a 
considerable library of scarce and costly 
editions, apparently purchased with the 
funds embezzled from his employers. 
Among other written contracts made with 
the defendant was one for a ‘ St. Dunstan 
illuminated edition of the complete works 
of Charles Dickens,’ consisting of 105 vol- 
umes, at $1,000 per volume, to be paid as 
follows: 500 upon the signing of the 
coutract, receipt whereof was acknowl- 

ed, and thereafter $1,000 a month until 
the entire amount is paid, 

“The contract appears to be a unilateral 
one, and no obligation is expressed by 
the defendant as to the time of the deliv- 
“7. of the books in question.”

“The court may not in this action,”’ 
continues Justice Greenbaum, “inquire 
into the folly of Goodwin in making such 
contracts or the preposterqusness or un- 
fairness of the contracts. Until set aside 
they must be recognized as valid and 
binding, no matter how extraordinary 
they may be shown to be. The argument 
fails altogether to take into account the 
doctrine well established that money has 
no earmarks. The purchaser of a chattel 
in action may by be J”, 4 in rriost cases 
ascertain the ht of the person from 
whom he takes the title. But it is gener- 
ally impracticable to trace the source 
from which the possessor of money has 
derived it, It would introduce great con- 
fusion into commercial dealings if the 
creditor who receives money in payment
